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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The Information Disclosure Statement has been partially considered. Cited 
foreign patent documents and non-patent literature documents have not been submitted 
and therefore have not been considered. If this is a result of an error by the Patent 
Office, examiner apologizes for any inconvenience. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because FIGs. 1A-C as mentioned in the 
specification (see [0005]) are not labeled in FIG.1. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
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informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

In addition to Replacement Sheets containing the corrected drawing figure(s), 
applicant is required to submit a marked-up copy of each Replacement Sheet including 
annotations indicating the changes made to the previous version. The marked-up copy 
must be clearly labeled as "Annotated Sheets" and must be presented in the 
amendment or remarks section that explains the change(s) to the drawings.

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claims 1 and 5, in 1 st step of the body, the word "not" should be changed to "node". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Applicant is advised that should claims 5-8 be found allowable, claims 5-8 will be 
objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). Regarding claims 5-8, these are duplicate claims of 1-4 
respectively and are objected. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

In claims 1-8, the word "logic" is being recited. "Logic" seems to be a software 
module and it does not fall within at least one of the four categories of patent eligible 
subject matter recited in 35 U.S.C. 101. i.e. a process, machine, manufacture, or a 
composition of matter. The word "logic" is clearly not a series of steps or acts to 
constitute a process, not a mechanical device or combination of mechanical devices to 
constitute a machine, not a tangible physical article or object which is some form of 
matter to be a product and constitute a manufacture, and not a composition of two or 
more substances to constitute a composition of matter. Further, "Logic" is not claimed 
as embodied in computer-readable medium and hence, it is not capable of causing 
function change in a computer and therefore it is not statutory. 

Double Patenting 



6. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
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1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 



7. Claims 1-8 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 , 2 and 5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,751 ,200 
B1 . Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because claims 1-8 of instant application are directed to a source node 
that does the functions of method steps in claims 1 ,2 and 5 of Patent '200. 
Claims 1 and 5 of instant application correspond to claim 1 of Patent '200. 
Claims 2 and 6 of instant application correspond to stepl of claim 5 of Patent '200. 
Claims 3 and 7 of instant application correspond to claim 2 of Patent '200. 
Claims 4 and 8 of instant application correspond to step3 of claim 5 of Patent '200. 
Claims 1-8 can not be considered patentably distinct over claims 1 , 2 and 5 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,751,200 B1 when there is a specifically disclosed embodiment in US 
Patent '200 that supports claims 1 , 2 and 5 of that patent and falls within the scope of 
claims 1-8 herein because it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art to modify the method of claims 1 , 2 and 5 by selecting a source node that supports 
the claims. One having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to do this 
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because that embodiment is disclosed as being a preferred embodiment within claims 
1, 2 and 5.
